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NOTE FROM ABOVE: Claim 4 now raises a 112 issue with the multiple recitation of the graphite target in the generation chamber. In 
addition, new claim 1 1 would raise an issue of (1 ) new matter as a predetermined constant angle has not been explicitly stated in 
applicant's disclosure and/or (2) a scope of enablement issue because, assuming arguendo, the specification only supports an angle of 30 
degrees to 60 degrees, however, "predetermined" can broadly be interpreted to be any angle from 1-90 degrees. 
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
